Part two includes information on miscellaneous scholarships 
and internships, as well as journalism scholarships offered to 
students by other organizations and foundations. The booklet 
concludes with a list of additional publications on financial aids 
and an index to schools offering aid.

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The ioUowing are deJhiiUons of terms attd names used in this Guides 

SchoUrship: iigtant which enables a person lo continue his education ard for which 
no return of service or payment is required, 

Locn: a sum of money, with or without interest, which enables a student to continue 
his education and for which repayment is' eventually required. 

Assistantship: a stipend awarded in return for service to school. It usually requires 
the student to devote a fixed number of hours per week to duties connected with the 
Khool. Amount of classwork to be underuken is also usually dilated by the school. 

fellowship: Any grant to a graduate student which enables ihai student to further 
his or her education. Repayment may or may not be required. 

Internship: Professional media w'ork usually performed by students. Salary is normally 
provided by hiring medium. Scholarship may be available in addition to salary. 

Renewable: refers lo aid which can be obtained more than once. Students may re-apply 
fo* a scholarships or grants previously awarded ihem, assuming certain scholastic 
standards are met or maintained, 

Sequence: A particular section of a journalism program. Many colleges and 
universities organize their journalism program by sequence to allow a major in a specific 
area of interest, such as news-editorial, broadcast Or advertising. 

Accreditalion: Process of certifying individual sequences within a journalism depart' 
mem or school as maintaining acceptable standards of professional education for 
students in journalism. The American Council on Education for journalism (ACEJ) 
extends accreditation to particular sequences within schools and deparimcnu of 
jourailism. Even though a school may offer more than one sequence within its 
journalism department, each sequence is evaluated separately for accreditation. Further 
information, including a list of accredited journalism sequences, can be obtained by 
writing Milton Gross; Secretary-Trcasurer, ACEJ: School of Journalism; University 
of Missouri; Columbia, Mo. 6520\. Schools that have accredited journalism sequences are 
also listed on page 90-91 of this Guide. 

Average Yearly School Coj/. Equalsthcaverageannualcostper student for one year's 
matriculation at a school. Figures arc based on average tuition, room and board costs only 
and DO NOT include items such as books, transporution or other fees. 

Semester hour: System iised by colleges to account for ihc amount of work a student 
will uke or has uker Mat college* offer courses in three semcster hour denominations, 
in which case students auend a coi^rse for three hours per week for an entire semester. 

Quarter hour: Similar to semester hours except this applies to colleges that have 
the academic calendar divided imo quarters (ihree-monih segments). 

Resident: Applies to students whose homes are in the state of the college they 
attend. 

applies to tuition costs for residents attending a college in their home slate. In- 
state tuition is ust^ally lower for residents than for non-residents who pay an out-of-state 
tuition. 

Non resident: Applies to students who attend a school outside their home states.
